Bonds Of City 
For 30 Years 
Only $464,000

The City of Torrance sold 
$464,000 in bonds during the 
thirty years 1914-15 through 
1943-44, California Taxpayers' 
association stated today, mak­ 
ing, public its study of bonds 
sold, and bonded debt of Califor­ 
nia cities.

Bonds sold by the city during 
the thirty years Included Streets, 
154,000; Municipal Buildings, 
$85,000; Water, $325,000.

The city had $35,000 in bonds 
outstanding at June 30, 1944, the 
latest date for which statewide 
nformatlon Is available, the as­ 

sociation said. Interest and re­ 
demption payments by the city 
for that year totalled $6,219.

Over the state as a whole, 
California cities sold $666,345,733 
in bonds during the thirty years 
1914-15 through 1943-44. Water 
was the biggest single purpose 
'or which California municipali­ 
ties sold bonds: $228,927,574 dur- 
ng the thirty years. Electricity 

was the next biggest purpose, 
with $188,904,500 sold during the 
thirty years. Other purposes for 
which cities sold bonds during 
the same period Included $52,- 
871,385 for municipal buildings, 
$49,671,738 for sewers and sani­ 
tation, $48,660,000 for harbors, 
$87,415,436 for streets, $23,970,- 
000 for schools, $16,536,100 for 
protection, $11,600,000 for parks 
and recreation, and $8,789,000 for 
airports.
